OÜE POSTOFFICE. 


T IE NEW GOVERNMENT BUILDING 
FUR SACRAMENTO. 


S o m eth in g A bont th e In crea se in th e 
M ail S erv ice—T he P resen t 
D elivery System . 


There is presented herew ith a picture of 
the new Government building w hich is 
soon to be erected in this city. The cut is 
m ade from an engraving received bv the 


R e c o r d -U n io n direct from the office of the 
United States Supervising Architect in 
W ashington, and shows the building ex­ 
actly as it will appear, the plans having 
already been definitely decided upon. The 
building will be located on the northeast 
com er of Seventh and K streets, and will 
be an ornam ent to a quarter of the city 
which has improved very rapidly during 
the past few years. 


The site is th at formerly occupied by St. 
Rose Cetholic Church, and is as good as 
could have been selected in the whole city 
for the purposes for which the building is 
to b e used. Two of the leading hotels of 
the city occupy the southwest and north­ 
west corners of the intersecting streets. 
The lot originally purchased about two 
years ago, and from which the church 
was removed, 
has a frontage of 120 
feet on 
K 
street, 
and 
runs 
north 


clerks, a files room and two large rooms as­ 
signed to the signal service. 
The two up­ 
per floors of the tower may also be used 
by the signal service. 
All interior wood finish of the building 
will be of pine or redwood, hard oil finish. 
The heating will be by hot water, both 
direct and indirect radiation, and all parts 
of the building will be thoroughly venti­ 
lated. The estimated cost of the building, 
including heating and approaches. is$ llo .- 
000. 
OCR M AIL SERVICE. 


Sacramento can now boast of a mail 
service equal to that of any citv in the 
United States. City distributors have been 
placed on the overland trains arriving here 
at 8:05 A. m . and the San Francisco trains 
arriving here at 11:45. The mails arriving 
by these trains are postmarked and distrib­ 
uted on the train into districts, and are 
handed direct to letter-carriers, who meet 
each train at the depot. 
Each carrier starts 
im m ediately out on his respective route, 
and as the letters had been arranged on 
the trains by streets and numbers he is 
able to m ake his deliveries almost as fast 
as he can walk up and down the streets. 
Fully two hours tim e is saved in the dis­ 
tribution of the Eastern mails, which affords 
the business men am ple opportunity to fill 
orders for goods and answer their corre, 
spondence by the overland train leaving 
here at 1:35 p . M 
Closed pouches are dis­ 
patched by this train to all im portant 
offices in California and Nevada. 
The 
m ails arriving by the San Francisco trains 
are delivered to the business men before 
they leave their place of business for luuch. 
The service derived through these city dis­ 
tributors s of incalculable benefit to the 
citizens of Sacramento. 
In 1885 only nine letter-carriers were em ­ 
ployed in the Sacramento Postoffice, and 
made only one full and two partial deliv­ 
eries. This service was not equal to the 
demands of the fast-growing business of

W a s h i n g t o n , 
November 
18th. — The 
Treasury officials decline to give any reason 
for the suspension of Quincy Brooks, Col­ 
lector of Customs at Port Townsend, W. 
T., except that he has not discharged the 
duties ot his office to the satisfaction of the 
Departm ent. It is not alleged that Brooks 
was implicated in any opium-smnggiing 
frauds. General incompetency is the only 
charge made against him . The adm inis­ 
tration of the customs service at Port 
Townsend lias been under surveillance of 
Treasury Agents for several m onths past. 
The report? of smuggling at this port 
were too definite to be overlooked, and the 
proximity of Port Townsend to Vancouver, 
B. C., where it is believed great quantities 
of opium bave been brought in without 
paying duty, and thence shipped East to 
be distributed via the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, naturally brought the customs of­ 
ficials of Port Townsend under keen in­ 
spection. Deputy Collector Bernard was 
removed several weeks ago. G. W. T hur­ 
man (no relation of the Democratic candi­ 
date for Vice-President) was promoted to

The price 
paid by the Government was $30,000. 
Subsequently it was deemed highly desir­ 
able to secure another lot of 40 by 140 feet 
adjoining this on the east, as it would give 
additional security from fire, better venti­ 
lation for the building, improve the facili­ 
ties for handling the mails, and give an 
opportunity 
for 
ornam ental 
grounds. 
Bishop Manogue signified a willingness to 
sell this lot for $10,000, provided it was to 
be used for this purpose, and the Govern­ 
m ent would signify its acceptance before 
the adjournm ent of Congress. In order to 
secure the lot Postm aster R. D. Stephens, 
S. P. Sm ith and Joseph Steffens m ade a 
conditional purchase of it, and paid the 
$10,000, with the understanding that it was 
to be deeded to the Government if the pur­ 
chase was approved, and returned to the 
Bishop if not accepted. 
The Secretary of 
the Treasury has announced his approval 
of the purchase, but the deed has not yet 
passed to the United States. 
The date of commencing work on the 
new building has not yet been announced, 
but it is presumed that it will not be dis­ 
tant, as the plans have all been approved. 
The Supervising Architect ¡9 evidently ex­ 
ercising great caution, and intends that the 
work shall be of the most substantial char­ 
acter. 
He sent on here for samples of the 
earth fifteen feet below the surface. 
Pits 
were dug to that depth, the earth boxed up 
and forwarded to W ashington. 


d e s c r ipt io n of t h e b u il d in g . 
The new Postoffice building is siluated 
on the northeast corner of K and Seventh 
streets, with m ain front on K street. The 
general dimensions of the building are 112 
feet on K street by 52 feet on Seventh street, 
and on plan it consists of the two wings, 
two stories high, and a central pavilion 
three stories in bight, with a tower 20 feet 
square, rising 90 feet from sidewalk, on 
K-street front. The building is designed in 
the Italian Romanesque 
style, and is 
deemed well adapted to meet the various 
conditions of climate, etc., arising from the 
location. The basement walls will be of 
rock-faced ashlar backed with brick. The 
water-table, lintels and steps will be tine 
cut work. The building above water-table 
will be of brick, relieved with stone arches, 
quoins and sill course at first story, and 
terra cotta arches, quoins and carved band 
courses at second storv and upper portions 
of tower. The m ain cornice and carved 
frieze will also be of terra cotta. The roof 
will be covered with ribbed tile, terra cotta 
hip and ridge rolls and finials 
The square 
lines of tower front will be broken by a 
circular turret springing from a carved 
stone corbel at the level of the fifth floor 
of tower. 
The basement story is ten feet six inches 
high, and will contain the heating appa­ 
ratus, am ple space for storage of fuel and 
the water closet accommodations for the 
Postoffice employes, besides other rooms 
affordiD g a larg e storage space for Postoffice 
m aterial. 
The first floor i9 devoted entirely to the 
use of the Postoffice, and contains a Post­ 
m aster’s room 16xDi feet, with a fire-proot 
vault attached; a room for railroad mail 
clerks, money order and registry, with 
vault, a large vault for storage of stamps, 
etc., aad 
the 
Postoffice 
working-room 
proper, which contains 3,500 square feet. 
The m ain entrance will be from K street 
through a large and handsome archway to 
the tiled public lobby ten feet six inches 
wide. This lobby is separated from the 
Postoffice working-room by a screen contain­ 
ing the necessary deJiverv.stam p and pack­ 
age windows, the letter drops and lock­ 
boxes. There is also an entrance from 
Seventh street to the tiled stair hall, where 
a handsom e stairway of easy rise and five 
feet six inches wide leads to'the second and 
third stories. 
The second floor contains am ple accom­ 
m odations for the use of the Collector of 
Internal Revenue and the Laod Office, be­ 
sides a store-room, a lavatory and a loilet- 
room for ladies. 
The third floor of thecenterpavilion con­ 
mina a large rioim .tory for railroad mail 


if 


our city, hence the business houses rented 
private boxes and furnished their own 
carriers, but now we are enjoying a letter- 
carrier service second to none in the United 
States. The Inspectors who have inspected 
the Sacramento office are unanim ous in 
the opinion that the service ear.not be ex­ 
celled. 
A t present fifteen carriers are employed 
and m ake eight deliveries in the business 
portion of the city and from one to three 
in the resident portion. Six additional 
street letter boxes have been added to the 
num ber during this adm inistration, and 
in several places the small boxes have been 
replaced by the larger size in order to meet 
the demand of the growing business. 
D aring the year ending October 31. 1886, 
the carriers delivered and collected 1.56S,- 
488 pieces of mail matter, against 2,285.003 
pieces fot the year ending October 31, 1888. 
Excess of 1888 over 1886, 716 515 pieces. 
The receipts at the stamp window for the 
same periods were as follow s: For 1888, 
$57,445 68; for 1886. $47.614 25 
Excess of 
receipts for 1888 over 1886, $9,831 43 
_ The allowance for clerk hire in 1886 was 
$10,490; 
the present allowance is only 
$9.664. 
N otwithstanding the reduction in 
the expenses ot the office, the receipts have 
increased about $10,000 per year and the 
m ail facilities, in m any cases, have been 
more than doubled. 
In the Mailing D epartm ent several very 
im pcr:ant changes have been m ade; for in ­ 
stance—in 1885 only three mails were dis­ 
patched to, and two received from San 
Francisco. 
At present, five mails are d’s- 
patched and four received. 
T e hour for 
closing the Mailing Department bas been 
changed from 6 p . m 
to 8 p . m . 
A letter 
for San Francisco mailed a s late as 8 p . m . 
will leave here a t 3:55 the next morning. 
Letters dropped in the street letter box be­ 
fore 4 A. M. will leave here a t 6 a . m . t h e 
same day. 
Scarcely a train of any kind leaves Sacra­ 
mento without carrying a mail. 
Fifty 
closed pouches per day are dispatched from 
the Postoffice by trains and boats upon 
which there are no regular railway postal 
clerks. 
In order to meet the rapid increase in the 
Registry 
Department, 
an 
exchange of 
through pouches has been established be­ 
tween the Sacramento Postoffice and Og­ 
den. Utah and Marysville, California. The 
registry service has beeu increased from 
once to twice daily to and from San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The laboring classes have been given 
every facility lor obtaining their mail. 
Three m onths ago the plan was adopted of 
keeping the delivery window open between 
the hours of 6 and 7 r m , in order to ac­ 
commodate those unable to visit the Post­ 
office at an earlier hour. 
A very large 
num ber of people avail themselves of this 
accommodation which had never before 
been afforded them . 
W hen the railway mail system was es­ 
tablished on the Oregon overland train 
leaving here at 10:40 r. m ., the Department 
at W ashington ordered the service between 
Sacramento and Red Bluff on the train 
arriving here at 9:50 a . m ., and leaving at 
2:50 p. M., to be discontinued, but Postm as-, 
ter Stephens very readily saw that the lo * ’ 
of this service, which extends through the 
most thickly populated portion of Northern 
California, woufd be a severe blow to Sac­ 
ram ento m erchants. H e m ad^ an earnest 
appeal to the officials at W ashington and 
the service was continued, and it is now 
considered one of the most im portant mail 
routes running into Sacramento. 
Hereafter stamps and envelopes can be 
purchased from the general delivery clerk 
between the hours of 6 and 7 p . m.. which 
will be an additional accommodation. 
In order that the free delivery system 
may be improved in the carrier districts, 
the Postoffice Departm ent has been asked 
for additional allowance for horse hire, so 
that another mounted carrier may be em ­ 
ployed.

Bernard's place. Collector Brook’s sus­ 
pension was accompanied by an order 
placing Mr. Thurm an in charge of the 
Collector's office at Port Townsend. 
H . F. Beecher, Special Agent of the 
Treasury D epartm ent at Port Townsend, 
has been relieved at bis own request from 
further duty in 
W ashington Territory, 
and ordered to San Francisco. 
Yesterday there was a conference of Spe­ 
cial Agents in this city, the purpose of 
which they at present refuse to divulge. 
On Tuesday next the trial of J. C hainesat 
Auburn, N. Y., indicted for opium smug­ 
gling, will begin, and a num ber of the 
Special Agents who were here yesterday 
will attend the trial. 
It is believed that 
im portant evidence will be given in the 
case, and that it will reveal a conspiracy by 
which the Government has been defrauded 
of thousands of dollars of revenue during 
the past fhrce years.

SHturdajN Proctt-ciingft in the G eneral 
. \ n s e t i i b l y , K . o f L . 


I n d ia n a p o l is . November 18tb.—Master 
W orkman Powderly showed himself to be 
a clever tactician at yes’erday’s session of 
the General Assembly of Knights of Labor. 
Some delegates are beginning to grumble 
at the duration of the Convention, sayiug 
the expenses of the Assembly are coming 
too heavy. 
They also w aD ted to know how 
much mileage was going to be paid, and 
said reports are being circulated that they 
would have to pay their own bills and rail­ 
road fares. 
Some remarks of this charac­ 
ter were made in the Convention yesterdav, 
□ pon which a delegate from District As­ 
sembly No. 300, including the glassworkers’ 
headquarters in Pittsburg, announced that 
it had $100,000 in cash in the treasury and 
that the am ount was at the disposal (it ¡'he 
General Assemblv if it should be needed. 
Five thousaud dollars was planked down as 
a starter, but no lim itation at this am ount 
was even hinted. 
Powderly said this was an opportunity to 
test th» fidelity of the delegates. 
H e asked 
all those who believed in doing something 
for the order to stand uc. 
More than half 
the delegates arose and called out the 
am ount they would be willing to pledge 
the general organization from the coffers of 
thetr different assemblies. All told $150,000 
was placed at the disposal of the order, and 
as much more than this as m ight be 
needed to relieve the stringency. 
The ar­ 
rangem ent put all the m alcontents in a 
good hum or and suddenly converted them 
into strong Powderly supporters. 
The Committee on Appeals reported in 
favor of sustaining the General Board in 
expelling Thom as Barry, of Michigan. 
A 
long debate ensued, but the report was 
adopted by a vote of 123 to 24. 
This was another signal victory for Pow­ 
derly. 
Barry declares the fight is not vet 
over and violently denounces Powderly 
and the latter’s friends. 


B A R R Y ’S B A T T E R Y . 


T h e E x p e lle d K n ig h t o f L a b o r U n b o ttle s 
H is W r a th A g a in s t P o w d e r ly . 


I n d ia n a p o lis , November 18th.—Thomas 
B. Barry, the expelled m ember of the 
Knights 
of 
Labor 
General 
Executive 
Board, this evening gave to the press a 
long article explaining his position and re­ 
peating his former statements against the 
Powderly Adm inistration. 
He savs, in 
p a rt: 
’ The General Assembly, K nights of La­ 
bor, is not a fair representative gathering of 
the industrial classes of the order. The 
most unscrupulous methods have beeu re­ 
sorted to in order to prevent men who were 
known to be in any way opposed to the 
A dm inistration from being elected as rep­ 
resentatives to this Convention. The rec­ 
ords were m anipulated, and the change in 
the General offices and mem bership cred­ 
ited to the Adm inistration. Districts and 
representatives have been seated in the 
Ccnveniion who had no legal right to seats 
therein, and representatives who were law­ 
fully elected were denied seats. Clerks in 
the General offices were engaged in m anip­ 
ulating the records and selecting Local As­ 
semblies that were known to be oppos'd 
to m e Adm inistration in order that stem 


might be taken to prevent them from hav­ 
ing a representation at this Convention.” 
He then takes up Powderly’s general de­ 
nial of the charges, and rei'erates his 
ability to prove all lie has said, claiming 
that Powderly knows th.s and fears to let 
him address the General Assembly. 
He 
says of his trial by the General Executive 
Board, whom he had accused of wrong­ 
doing : 
’■ The constitution disqualifies interested 
parties, and with all the brazen effrontery 
with which they are endowed, they en-ely 
will not claim that they were not imer- 
ested, incompetent and unfit to sit in judg­ 
ment when they themselves were the ac­ 
cused villains.” 
H e denies ever having anything todo with 
the Provisional Committee, and repeats 
that he was “ expelled for telling the 
truth.” Being charged with “ plundering,” 
he say s: ” I invite an investigation of the.r 
actions and mine, and a Court of law would 
be a good place for them to prove their 
charge of plunder against m e.” 
H e closes with a denial of the charge 
that he had not been a member of the Or­ 
der since last spring, having been a m em ­ 
ber of a lapsed Local Assembly, and that 
he had fraudulently obtained money from 
the General Treasury. 
Although Barry’s future actions are not 
yet clearly known, delegates and close 
friends of Powderly profess to have no fear 
of anything he may attem pt to do. 
If he 
undertakes to start a new order it cannot 
be predicted how strong it will be. 
He be­ 
lieves he will have a big popular following, 
and says one thing that will be required in 
sucb an order will be strict honesty. Gos­ 
sip bas been freely indulged in among the 
delegates to-day. but in substance it differs 
little from what has already been stated in 
these dispatches.

— Presi­ 
dent-elect Harrison, during his term, will 
be called upon to m ake a large num ber of 
im portant promotions in the army and 
navy, occasioned by present officers reach­ 
ing ages at which they can be retired, or by 
their terms expiring. 
Adjutant-General 
Drum will be the first Army Bureau officer 
to retire, and he will be followed by Pay­ 
master-General 
Hulabird, 
Commissaiy- 
General McFeeley, Surgeon-General Moore 
and Genera! l’enet. 
The only Bureau 
officers who will hold over are Chief Signal 
Officer Greely, Inspector-General Jones, 
Chief Engineer Casey and Judge Advocate- 
General Swaiin. 
In the line ot the army. 
Biigadier-Generals Gibbon and Stanley will 
both be retired, and two Colonels pro­ 
moted.

THE LAST OF THE CENTENNIALS. 


The centennial of Cite inauguration of 
W ashington as President of the United 
fstates is not now very far distant. 
.New 
Y ork will take th e foremost place in the 
ceremonies of the day to be observed in 
the memory of th e event which signalized 
the seating of the first President of the 
new-lxjni Republic. 
It will be the last of 
the centennial anniversaries, and the great 
metropolis is moving to make it oue of the 
most brilliant of celebrations. 
The new government went into opera­ 
tion M arch 4, 1778, hut the members of 
Congress were dilatory and the House did 
not secure a quorum until the 1st of A pril, 
and on the 6th the Senate was able to an­ 
nounce th at it was ready for business and 
the first electoral vote was then opened 
and counted ami W ashington was declared 
elected to th e Presidency. 
V ice-President 
Jo h n Adams entered Xew Y ork supported 
by a body of cavalry and was received w ith 
loud acclaim and m any manifestations of 
rejoicing. 
On the 21st lie took his seat as 
the first President of the U nited States 
Senate. 
General W ashington received his letter 
of 
notification A pril 14th at 
M ount 
Vernon, and under date of the 16th this 
entry appears in his d ia ry 
“About 10 
o’clock I bade adieu to M ount Vernon, to 
private life, and to domestic felicity; w ith 
a m ind oppressed w ith more anxious and 
painful sensations than I have words to 
express, I set out for New York w ith the 
best disposition to render service to my 
country in obedience to its call, but with 
less hope of answering its expectations.” 
A t 
A lexandria a public 
dinner 
was 
tendered him, but 
it 
was 
a 
solemn 
affair, 
so 
m ournful 
were 
the 
feel­ 
ings 
of 
the 
participants 
over 
the 
departure 
of 
th e 
brightest 
orna­ 
m ent of 
their community. 
W ashing­ 
ton was deeply affected and tears mingled 
w ith the parting cups. 
Iiis progress, says 
Irving, was a continual ovation, the roar­ 
ing of cannon and th e ringing of bells an­ 
nounced his arrival and departure in 
cities and towns, and ffom all sides came 
deputations of the people to lovingly 
greet him . 
H is entrance into Philadel­ 
phia was in the m idst of a grand proces­ 
sion led by the gallant St. C lair and w ith 
W ashington m ounted on a superb white 
charger. 
Trium phal arches, the strew ing 
of flowers, the shouts of the people, the 
rattle of drums, the thunder of cannons, 
the tram p of thousands of m ilitiam en were 
but a few of the m anifestations of adm ira­ 
tion for W ashington. 
A t night there were 
displays of fireworks, a civic banquet and 
public speaking. 
A t Trenton, where twelve years before 
he crossed the Delaware in darkness and 
storm and m idst snow and ice to strike a 
decisive blow at an unsubdued enemy, he 
received a testim onial welcome th at pro­ 
foundly affected him , the ladies having 
at the m outh of th e bridge placed a tri­ 
um phal arch, w ith a floral .m otto “ The 
defender of the m others will lie the pro­ 
tector of the daughters.” 
A t this arch the 
women of the city assembled to do him 
reverence and young girls strewed flowers 
in his path as they sang songs of love and 
gratitude. 
H e desired his entry into New Y ork to 
be quiet, but on the 23d it took the form of 
a national procession of gaily dressed boats 
w ith bands and glee clubs, and as he 
landed artillery thundered a welcome, 
ships of war were suddenly dressed with 
flags and a m ultitude received him with 
continued shouts of joy. 
M any of his old 
Revolutionary comrades were first to greet 
him at the landing, and as he took his car­ 
riage a long civic and m ilitary train fol­ 
lowed through streets hung with garlands 
and banners and ornaments emblazoned 
with his name. 
T he inauguration did not take place for 
some days, for Congress had to decide upon 
the title by which the President should be 
addressed. 
On th e 30th of A pril, between 
noon and 1 o’clock, the inauguration took 
place w ith a solemnity of procedure that 
more than anything else spoke of the tre­ 
mendous responsibility the statesmen of 
th e hour felt in launching the new Gov­ 
ernm ent upon th e untried waters of an 
A m erican republic. 
It is this event, of such consequence in 
our history, th at New Y ork is now making 
ready to appropriately commemorate upon 
the recurrence of its hundredth anniversary. 
T he great city should certainly do it every 
honor. 
The Governm ent of the United 
States will take p art in the ceremonies, 
one of the features of which will be a re­ 
production, as nearly as may !>e, of the 
nautical procession from Elizabethtown 
Point, N . J., to the New York landing. 
It is the intention to insist th at President 
H arrison shall lead th at procession in a 
barge sim ilar to th at in which the fir>t 
President was rowed across the waters, and 
th at the G overnor o f New York, as did 
Clinton a hundred years ago, shall receive 
him as he steps upon the landing. 
The hall in which the Congress then sat 
is supplanted now by the Sub-Treasury 
building and there the exercises in 1889 will 
be held. As in 1789 services were held in all 
the churches on th e m orning of inaugura­ 
tion day, so it will be asked th at in 18S9 
the t i n rob doors be thrown ojien and 
m em orial services lieid. 
A hundred years 
ago when th e inauguration was over, 
W ashington, accompanied by the Senate 
and the House and as many of the assem­ 
blage as could be accommodated,proceeded 
on foot to St. P aul's Church where prayers 
were offered to H eaven for blessings upoa 
th e new-born Government, the first Chap­ 
lain of the Senate leading in the devotional 
exercises. 
The old church still stands, 
and w ithin its walls will be conducted 
sim ilar exercises on the centennial anni­ 
versary of the G overnm ent 
Let us hope that New York and the 
nation will observe the anniversary in a 
manner to re kindle the fires of patriotism 
and to make the event fine of impressive 
teaching, 
not 
only 
to 
the 
youth of 
the 
land 
but 
the adult 
and to the 
vast number cf foreign people who have 
become 
of us, who should 
l>e indoc­ 
trinated by all proper observances and 
patriotic ceremonials with a deep sense of 
the meaning of free government, and made 
to feel in all fullness what a magnificent

PROSPECTS 
FOR 
LIVELY AGITATION 
IN NEW YORK. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


The New Y ork journals are busily dis­ 
cussing the defeat of W arner M iller, Re­ 
publican nominee for Governor of that 
State. 
T he question is, was it a fair test of 
Republican strength in the Empire State, 
and was it a test of the liquor-restriction 
strength ? 
The response must ee in the 
negative, because the State went for G en­ 
eral 1 Iarrison as against all other candi­ 
dates. 
But a combination was made to 
defeat Mr. M iller by the liquor-dealers of 
the State, which organization swept into 
its arms a very large num ber of R epubli­ 
cans who were rallied by a plea of loyalty 
to th eir business interest, but who will not 
remain true to the new alliance. 
This 
combination of a business class, which con­ 
tributed a very large sum of money, and 
had a secret alliance th a t worked with an 
energy am ounting to desperation, was sup­ 
plemented by the aid of the Prohibition­ 
ists. 
The situation was a peculiar one_ 
Mr. M iller stood forward as the champion 
of regulation of the liquor traffic by the 
interposition of high license. 
For this 
reason the liquor interests, great and small, 
united for the sole purpose of defeating 
him and re-electing Mr. H ill, because of 
the bold advocacy by the former of meas­ 
ures to regulate and circumscribe the 
liquor traffic, and because of the open ani­ 
mosity of Governor H ill to any regulation 
whatever. 
The 
Prolnbiticnists labored 
against Mr. M iller, but for a widely ditler- 
ent reason—because his party would not 
put absolute prohibition into its platform. 
Tiius two apparently opposite interests la­ 
bored to the same end, and both drew off 
Republican votes. 
If the Prohibitionists 
can get any comfort out of the result, we 
fail to divine the source, or in what the 
satisfaction consists. If the Prohibitionists 
can stand defeat of their cause, the people 
ot New York will manage to get through 
another term with Mr. H ill at the head ot 
atihirs, and the Republican party in New 
York can indulge in feelings of pride over 
the gallant fight made by Mr. M iller 
against a secret combination to defeat him 
th at extended to every village and cross- 
r ads tavern in the great State, and was 
backed by unlim ited funds and a system of 
operations, though secret, known to 
be 
powerful. 


I t becomes now a very interesting m atter 
for observation as to w hat will be the fu­ 
ture of the Democratic party in New 
Tork. 
W hile by solidity of the liquor 
men it elected Governor H ill, it was una­ 
ble to save to itself the Assembly of the 
Legislature. 
It cannot, therefore, claim

It has 
also to face this possibility, th at the unity 
of the liquor interests may bring about 
unity 
of all 
opposed, and thus make 
alignm ents in which the popular strength 
will shift places. 
Unquestionably the di­ 
vision of the local Democracy had some­ 
thing to do with M r. Cleveland's defeat in 
New York, but it was not the only factor 
and alone would not have accomplished it 
the evidence of this fact being the legis. 
lative result. 
It will, therefore, be, as we 
have said, a most interesting m atter for 
observation when the Legislature and the 
Governor again lock horns. 
If the Demo­ 
cratic party then concludes that its alliance 
with a business interest for one specific 
object, defeat of regulation, gives it strength 
sufficient to defy the future, there will 
develop an issue before which the New 
Y ork Democracy, united or not, will cer­ 
tainly go down, and three years hence a 
Republican Governor will as certainly be 
elected as th at the sun rises, and next vear 
a still stronger Republican Legislature 
will be chosen. 
T he Republican party in New York had 
the courage in this year to take position 
w ith the Regulationists. The recent result 
will not discourage it. 
On the contrary, 
the liquor alliance is certain to strengthen 
the opposition. 
No one in New York, 
with the recent gains in the lower house of 
the Legislature In mind, looks for any­ 
thing else than a renewal of the high 
license agitation, and that will be carried 
into the legislative election of 1889, when 
both a new Assembly and a new Senate 
are to be chosen. Governor H ill is pledged 
by his election to veto all regulative meas­ 
ures the Legislature may pass. 
If his sup­ 
port is wise, and releases him from th at 
pledge so far as to perm it of some restric­ 
tive measures being adopted, and the Leg­ 
islature yields th at much, the Democratic 
chauces of holding the executive office 
will he considerably improved. 
But the 
H ill interest on the one side, and the re- 
strictionists in the Legislature on the 
other, ran be trusted to prevent any such 
adjustm ent. 
W e may, therefore, look to 
New Y ork State this w inter and the next 
for the liveliest local political excitem ent 
of which the country has yet been wit­ 
ness ; an agitation that will extend over a 
period of three years, up to and including 
the next gubernatorial election. 
The for­ 
tunate thing will be th at the light will lie 
over before another Presidential election 
comes on. 


LORD CHURCHILL'S WISE WORDS. 


Lord Randolph C hurchill has shown 
th at he entertains statesm anlike views of 
the relations between England and the 
United States/ T here is incisiveness in 
his remark in his speech at Paddington 
Saturday th at cut to the quick certain En­ 
glish critics when he said, concerning the 
Sackville W est affair: 
No fault could be fouud w ith the action of the 
United states toward the Minister. The Amer­ 
ican people were essentially and justly proud 
in their relations with othercountiies He dep­ 
recated the insulting end m enaiing articles m 
English press since Lord Saekville's dismissal 
and said Englishmen ought to inform the Arne.- 
icons that they cherish no ill-feeling toward 
them, lie attached the greatest importance to 
the maintenance by England of an iniiierturba- 
Die and friendly attitude toward the United 
States. He regarded the position taken by Mr 
Cleveland after the rejection of the fisheries 
treaty by the Senate a- unfortunate. Tue at- 
most allowance, however, ouglu to lie made tor 
the American position on the Sackville affair in 
view of the tim e at which it occurred 
Presi­ 
dent Clevelauo's action had been rather «harp 
but it did not justify the menaces and sneers lti 
which the newspapers of England had In­ 
dulged. 
When he went on to say that war be­ 
tween England and the United States 
“ would be more atrocious and dangerous 
than any war known since God created 
earth,” be expressed the thought of every 
true American, that we want no armed 
conflict with Great Britain, and that the 
canse is not yet conceived that should 
drive the two great English speaking na­ 
tions to war. We will be likely to disagree 
at times, but the resort to war must always 
be last and to arbitration first. 
The two 
powers must be allies in the cause of hu­ 
manity and civilization, and not lie divided 
from those obligations to the race by anv 
differences of a purely commercial clmr 
acter.

FREIG H T TROUBLES. 


An E l Faso Firm aud a R ailroad Com­ 
pany H ave a D isagreem ent. 
E l Paso, November 18th.—A suit has 
been instituted by the wholesale grocerv 
firm ot W. Roberts & Co. against the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, in which 
the Interstate Commerce Commission may 
take a hand. 
The firm recently had a lo’t 
of goods sent from Chicago over the Santa 
Fe Railway consigned to A. Martinez. Mex­ 
ico, in care of Roberts & Co , El Paso, Tex. 
When the goods arrived here at the joint 
warehouse for Mexican transfer the firm 
claim tbey they tendered the proportionate 
freight expenses based on the Mexico tariff. 
The agent ot the joint warehouse, in pur­ 
suance of positive instructions, refused to 
deliver the goods except upon payment ot 
the Mexican rate, or the fuil local rate. Tbe 
firm then tendered the local rate, amount­ 
ing to $365, under protest. This the com­ 
pany refused to receive unless the protest 
was withdrawn. After detaining the goods 
nine days, the company delivered them oh 
the firm’s terms, name'lv, the full rate, un­ 
der protest. The existing law calls for 
damages equal to the full amount of lreight 
for each day 's illegal detention. The claim 
put by the firm amounts to over $3,000. 
All the merchants ot El Paso take a great 
deal of interest in the case, and think the 
decision of the Courts must ultimately be 
in favor of tbe firm, which has any amount 
of backing to uphold the position assumed 
in the matter. 


QUÍTE A FIRE. 


Four B usiness Place» D estroyed by Fire 
tn G erm antown. 
G erm antow n, November 18th.—A very 
destructive fire occurred here this morning, 
completely destroying the following build­ 
ings : Germantown Hotel (owned and run 
by A. Koppe), M. Carmody’s saloon, Max 
Schlnsselbuni’s clothing store, E. Ciaussen's 
saloon and F. Lodi's butcher shop.

Yesterday, however, Dr. 
J. E. Cohn. Dr. F. H . Utley and E. R. Blar- 
nerd made another examination of the dead 
murderer’s brain, and as a result declare 
that they found traces of former inflamma­ 
tion, pearly crustationsand other abnormal 
phenomena, from which they draw the in­ 
ference that ADSchlag was not sane.

For tite Inst sixteen years I have 
iieen in the lig business, and have now a 
small orchard in w hat I call full bearing; 
have been selling the fruit of the same to 
a drying and crystallizing company of Los 
Angeles for the last several years. 
They 
pay me $50 per ton. 
T he same parties 
offered to obligate themselves to take all 
the figs I could grow for ten years to come 
at the above-named price, 
i also have a 
nursery of some several thousand young 
trees th at will be ready for m aiket the 
coining season of the above-named varie­ 
ties. 1 would not grow any other varieties. 
The planting out of figs is gaining favor 
very rapidly. 
And why not? 
There is 
quicker money and more of it with less 
expense than anything that grows in our 
soil. 
For illustration—and I sjieak from 
my own experience—you may set one, five 
or ten acres of figs— I mean the white and 
brown Smyrnas and brown Ischia. 
You 
may set the same number of acres to 
oranges or walnuts, and the fig at six years 
old will give yon a better income than 
oranges or walnuts will when they get to 
be twelve years old.

The white walnut, or 
butternut, is also a good thing to plant. 
The black walnut has a transcendent value 
but little known, which is that the fine 
European walnut crows finely on it, either 
stock or top grafted. 
Tiie hardier varieties 
of this finest of nnts from the iforth of 
Europe should succeed tup grafted .m this 
hardy stock in all tiie M iddle and Western 
States.—/yschange.

Other Eire Department Matters—The 
New Fire Alarm System. 
Chief Engineer O'Meara has returned 
from San Francisco, where he went in 
company with Commissioner Weil to ex­ 
amine the new Clapp & Jones engine which 
has been offered to the department for 
$3,500. The Chief wa3 highly pleased with 
the engine, and thinks that after the Fire 
Commissioners have had it here on trial a 
month they will not part with it. 
It is a 
third-class engine, weighing 3,800 pounds, 
and thmwa two streams of water, one irom 
each side. W ith the engines now in use, 
it is necessary to drive so that the same 
side of the engine will always be next the 
plug. This engine can come up from either 
direction and make the connection without 
being turned around. 
It carries twenty 
feet of suction pipe, though it is seldom 
that over ten feet will be necessary here. 
The agents will ship the engine to this city 
to-morrow for a trial of one mouth, after 
which the Fire Commissioners have the 
option of buying it at the price named. If 
ii is not accepted the expense of sending it 
here is borne by the present owners. 
The new fire-alarm system has been thor­ 
oughly inspected by three experts, who will 
probably make their report to the Fire 
Commissioners tom orrow evening. Under 
the contract the Commissioners were en­ 
titled to two experts, and the contractor, 
Mr. Fisk, to one. The latter chose Mr. 
Leonard, of the Sunset Telephone Com­ 
pany, and the Commissioners selected Mr. 
W atkins, of the railroad shops, and Mr. 
Wright, the electrician of the Central Street 
Railway Company, who arrived lately trom 
Philadelphia. Alarms were sent iñ from 
all of the boxes, and came in allright. Just 
what the report of the experts will be on 
the character of the work is not yet known, 
but it is understood that they condemned 
one or two poles. Mr. Fisk is already en 
gaged in correcting whatever they criti­ 
cised. 
Yesterday morning the bell commenced 
tapping, and kept up all day. Mr. Fisk 
had a lively time tracing up the difficulty, 
and finally located at box 6, Front and N 
streets, and that box was “ cut out ” for the 
night. It is one of the new Richmond 
boxes, and Mr. Fisk pronounced them mis­ 
erable failures.

The Short-Hair Craze. 
The short-hair craze died some time ago, 
but the disease has broken out again, and 
the headachey dames, married coquets and 
girls who go the pace have taken up the 
fad again.

ASSESSMENTS c o m pa r e d . 
Much Pergonal Property Unaggefsed Be­ 
cause Not Yiglble to the Assessor. 
The report oí the .State Board of Equalization 
has just been turned out ol the State Printing 
Office. In speaking on the subject of equalizing 
values they say: 
While the Board may iu time effect an equal­ 
ization oí the values between counties, there is 
an inequality betweeu the assessments of real 
and of personal property that the Board cannot 
rectify. Iu 187» real estate and improvements 
were valued at §157.821,706, aud 1888 at 8909,635,­ 
331: an increase of 98 per cent. In 1878 the per­ 
sonal property, exclusive of money,was assessed 
at $107,926,342, and in 1888 at §145,861.108; an in­ 
crease of 35 percent. Merchandise was assessed, 
iu 1878, at $25,779,855, and in 1888 at {34,803,462; 
and increase of 35 per cent. Money, iu 18’8, 
wus assessed at $9,1' 3 455, and in 188S at §11,­ 
309,005: and increa-e of only 24 per cent. Wheu 
we rellect upon the wonderful progress that 
this State has male iu the building of towns 
and centers where the commodities of mer­ 
chants and personal property and banks aggre­ 
gate, it needs no argument show that the 
money and merchandise of this State, iu a large 
degree, escape taxation. In January. 1888, ac­ 
cording to the Bauk Commis-ioners' Report, 
there was “mouey on hand” in the savings and 
commercial banks the amount of $17,090,8/3, be­ 
ing Só.781,868 more than the whole amount 
assessed on the first Monday in March of that 
year. 
THE LAND PAYS THE TAXES. 
It is thus seen that the burden of taxation is 
borne by the landed interest. Money and per­ 
sonal property have a fixed value, and the lat­ 
ter can at ail times be readily exchanged for 
the former, and this quality of iuterchangea- 
bility adds to the value of personal property. 
The orchardist or vineyardist is assessed for his 
improvements in the wav of trees and vines for 
from th ce to five years before one dollar of 
profit is realized, or he is certain that the proper 
plantation is made suitable to the climate or 
soil, or that the product will find a market. To 
add to his burden the mouey which he invaria­ 
bly is compelled to borrow being taxed, he pays 
the taxes on the same in form of any increased 
rate of inter* st. There is also an inequality in 
the tn at ion of real estate. Mining claims and 
improvements were assessed in iS»8, in March, 
$3,673,316, yet the State Mineralogist reports that 
the output of gold in 1887, ending December 31st, 
was$13.662,923, showing conclusively that min­ 
ing maims are 
ASSESSED BELOW TIIEIK VALUE 
Even relatively to other lands. The purpose of 
the Board has been aud is now to point out to 
Assessors the faults and deficiencies of their 
asses»ment oí one year, so as to remedy them 
the next year. Iu tnis way the work of equal­ 
ization muv be earrii d ou successfully without 
resorting to the harsh, though legally just, 
method of an increase, by the Board, oí the 
assessment roll. 
Supirvisors can do much to remedy the evils 
of ill-proport oned assessments, but they are not 
generally alive to their duty. There is a wide­ 
spread opiuiou among Superviso*», gained from 
a decision of the Supreme Court, that a com­ 
plaint must be made tormally that property has 
been nn erassessed, because the Board can take 
stej»» to increase the assessment. That decision 
was rendered before the adoption of the new 
Constitution, which expressly declares that the 
Supervisors, under such rules as they may pre­ 
scribe, how power to increase or lower any 
assessment contained iu the assessment roll. 
County’ equalization, as usually conducted, is a 
farce, and it will continue to be so until citizens 
of the county awake to the necessity of adjust­ 
ing the differences of valuation in the county as 
the prime and essential foundation for the 
EQUALIZATION BETWEEN COUNTIES. 
As a contribution to the literature ox taxa­ 
tion. so far as it relates to the expediency of the 
taxation of personal property, we call attention 
to certain property produced annually which 
is not assessed. 
The number of sheep assessed for 1S88 is 2,315,- 
269, valued at $3,473,578, and the wool product 
of the State is 30,000,000 pounds, yet the amount 
of wool assessed is only t57,4oO pounds, assessed 
at §63.082. 
The amount, of hops assessed is 125,250 pounds, 
valued at $10,183. Per contra, the viuyardists 
and wine makers are forced to carry over their 
productjto the next year, and the product of 
18»7 is assessed in 18N8 for 9,210,192 gallons, val­ 
ued at §1,483,595. 
The wool and hops are shipped out of the 
State before the assessment period, while cer­ 
tain other classes of personal property (which 
our tables will indicate) are carried over beyond 
such period, and are therefore assessed. 
Much personal property escipes assessment, 
because not visible to the Assessor. The value 
and amouut of land is known, but the amount 
and quality of the personal propeity cannot be 
ascertained by the Assessor. The Assessor is 
the assessor of laud, but the citizen is his own 
assessor, with every incentive to undervalua­ 
tion.

E x p erien ces o f th e C an ad ian E xp lorers 
o f th e M a ck en zie D istrict. 
W innipeg, November 18th.— Maconn 
and Faucett, the Dominion surveyors sent 
out by the Ottawa Government to make a 
geological survey of the Mackenzie river 
basin and whose arrival at Selkirk was re­ 
ported on Friday night, reached W innipeg 
this morning. The party consists of four 
men. They left Calgarry on the 7th of 
last May and crossed over to A thabasca 
landing. 
About 300 miles north of the 
landing they secured a couple of canoes, 
traveling in these and carrying their pro­ 
visions. 
A topographical survey was made of the 
country along the Athabasca river. The 
party then returned to Athabasca landing 
and descended to the 
m outh of Clear 
W ater river, then ascended Clear W ater 
river to Portage, and by this means they 
‘ reached Lac Lalach, which is the head­ 
waters o f the Churchill or English river. 
From there they went to Lac Lacrosse, and 
then down the river to Rapid river or Fort 
Stanley, where are a church of the English 
mission and a few inhabitants. 
Their intention was to descend Chnrchill 
river to a point where connection could be 
made with former surveys on Nelson river, 
but on account of the lateness ol the sea­ 
son, and the difficulty of procuring men, 
this arrangement had to be abandoned, and 
so the party left the Churchill river at Frog 
Portage, and the survey was continued to 
Cumberland House, on the Saskatchewan 
river. 
It was getting late and cold; and the 
party hurried homeward, coming down by 
Grand Rapids and Lake W innipeg. They 
had a pretty rough time, and endured 
m any hardships. 
Nothing was seen of Lord Lonsdale. 
Maconn said they found the Valley ot the 
Athabasca and Clear W ater rivers to possess 
good soil and to have a fine climate. In the 
country east of Portage La Lach they 
found very little land which could be used 
for agricultural purposes.

London, November 18th.—The I’arnell 
Commission is becoming tbesubject of gen 
eral derision. 
It is the most ridiculous 
and in some respects the most sad justice 
that English law has stooped to in a very 
long time. The newspapers dare not, for 
the most part, criticise the outrageous be­ 
havior ot the Judges, as they fear that sum ­ 
mary punishm ent may be indicted upon 
them for contem pt of Court, although con­ 
tem pt is the most fitting sentim ent for a 
Court conducted as this is. Throughout the 
country, notw ithstanding the silence of the 
press, the people appreciate the dastaralv 
and grossly unjust behavior of the Court, 
and the course taken by the prosecution, 
aided and abetted by Justice H annen, a I 
ready tends to coudemn the Times in the 
eyes of all just persons. 
It.is felt that nothing substantial lies be­ 
hind the wholesale and loose-jointed ac 
cusation made against the Land League 
and the Parnellites, since there has been 
and is being promised no production of 
evidences of any sort other than the stale 
assertions made in the articles on “I’ar- 
nellism and Crime,” which was long ago 
dismissed from the public m ind as un­ 
worthy of refutation. The public is dis­ 
gusted with the flabby, insincere and u n ­ 
true course of the prosecution, and even 
the Judges themselves are irritated 
by 
the manifest futility and falseness of the 
argument. 
The Parnellites have repeatedly entreated 
Sir Charles W ebster to shorten his address. 
Sir Jam es H annon observed that, “If this 
goes on we shall be here three years.” 
It 
is a fact, however, that counsel engaged in 
the case do not propose to close till Easter. 
The general public have ceased to take any 
interest in the proceedings, and every new 
sensational incident tells heavily against 
the Times, while the Judges, irritable and 
evidently partisan, are guilty of conduct 
which is at least peculiar.
